Speed Kills; 
_ Take It Easy 


MICHIGAN STATE POLICE ISSUES 
JULY WARNING 


“Speed kills—take it easy!” 

This is the traffic safety theme to 
be stressed during the month of July 
by police agencies ‘of Michigan, ac- 


commanding officer of the- Gaylord 
post of the Michigan State Police. The 
campaign is part. of a year-round 
traffic education program sponsored 
by. the National Safety Council under 


“Modern, smooth running*-*cars: 
give a-delusion of safety ‘when. run- 
ning at. high. speeds,” ° Sergeant 
Edgar Welsch said. “No car, however, 
is safer than its driver, and the re- 
cords show that speed: is a factor in 
accidents more often than any other 
violation. Speed is likewise a con- 
tributing cause in two out of every 
five traffic deaths,” 

Contrary to general belief, Mich- 
igan does have a speed law that ap- 
plies to the open highway, Sergeant 
Edgar Welsch pointed out. 

“Unless a zone is posted with 
signs, the law does not designa: 
any specific speed limit outside of 
business and residdntial districts,” 
the officer said. “But it does provide 
that driving too fast‘for conditions 
is a violation. By conditions is meant 
such considerations ag the weather, 
volume and rate of flow of traffic, 
condition of highway, and whether ‘it 
is day or night. 

“Under certain circumstances, 
you can speed at-five to ten miles an 
hour as well as at 5 or 60, And when 
you're goinb 60 and. -hit a solid ob- 
struction it is just like driving off'a 
10-story bulding.” 

Although: the accident record: is’ 
not increasing ‘proportionately ‘with 
the increase in traffic, nevertheless 
it.is a new peak and growing, the of- 
ficer stated. Last ‘year 1,444 persons 
were killed and 39,689 injured in 
‘137,619 traffic accidents | in Mich- 
igan. 

“There: just aren’t enough police- 
men. to control the situation,” © Sgt. 
“If we’ are to 
reduce. accidents, drivers must police 
themselves by being conscientious in 
the operation of their cars. - They 
must also be alert for the: unexpect- 
ed, especially carelessness. or reck- 
lessness on the part: of the other 
driver. And remember, © you can‘t 
dipute. the record, speed’ kills. So 
take it easy, what’s the. hurry?”

The man was Jesse James Strang, 
self-anointed. Prophet of a dissident 
Mormon sect. : 

The idea: God had chosen Strang 
to. be king, : : 

The island: Big Beaver, three hours 
from Charlevoix by mail boat, larg- 
est of all isles in Lake Michigan. 
The time: Just. 100 yeas ago—1i848. 

All these things were recalled by: 
Michigan newspaper — edijérs.. last 
week-end, as they met at Charlevoix 


{for a traditional summer meeting un- 


der auspices of the Michigan Préss 
Association. : ‘ ‘ : 
:- Strang, the man, of this story, was 
a superb opportunist. _When the 
founder .of . Mormonism, ‘Joseph 
Smith, was assassiated by.a mob. at 
Carthage, Hlinois, - Strang promptly 
produced a letter. The letter: was 
said, to-have. been written by Smith 


prior to. his death, Smith named 
Strang as his suecessor. : 

The Mormon committee of 12 
judged the letter to be a fraud. 


Strang then led. his followers to a 
place near Burlington, - Wisconsin, 
and there revealed the location of 
long last ancjent Biblical records. By 
Strang’s. translation, a ‘mighty 
prophet” was to arrive. The conelu- 
sion was plain. Strang was their man. 

Harrdssed. by disbelievers, Strang 
transfered his colony to Big Beaver 
island, then inhabited by .a few 
sturdy, fighting Irish fishermen’ arid 
some Indians,..There on beautiful 
Paradise bay, across’ from Whiskey 
point, Strang’ founded the town of 
St. James. In. July,°1849, he was 
crowned ‘“‘king’’, 

Next on the secne . came-an. . at- 
tractive school teacher, Elvira Field, 
from Eaton Rapids and | Charlotte. 
In Wisconsin, Strang had denounced 
polgamy. He changed his mind when 
he beheld’ Elvira. .She became ‘his 
{second wife, posing as his secretary, 

When tongues wagged, Strang . re: 
vealed the divine blessing of poly- 
gamy. He then took on three © other 
wives: Betsy MeNutt and Sarah and 
Phoebe Wright, They all slept under 
the same roof, 

Strang became a leader in the 
Michigan state legislature, The king- 
dom.of St; James grew to number 
2,608 inhabitants by 1854 census. 

The Mormon kingdom came to a 
tragic ending in June, 1856. Strang 
was fatally wounded by two of. his 
own followers in the presence of the 
captain of the U, §. Michigan,. a 
government. boat. Irish fishermen 
from Mackinac and St, Helena join- 
ed those at Big Beaver. Together 
they drove the Mormons from their 
island haven, 

Today, the sole remaining 
mark. of this colorful epoch at St. 
James js the Old Mormon’ Printing 
House, erected’ in 1850, There the 
first daily newspaper north of Grand 
Rapids was printed on April 1, 1856, | 
The final issue of the “Northern 
Islander” recorded the story of 
Stang’s assassination, ,

Whether you plan.to can or freeze 
peas this year, it’s a cinch that you 
are going to. preserve some of the

Directions for successful DrOGEaE:

peas suggested by Roberta Hershey, 
’ extension foods specialist: at Mich- 


igan State College. 

‘Jf -you'plan to can some, after you 
have shelled and. washed them, cover 
with boiling water and’ bring to a 

“boil. If you:use glass jars, pack the 
hot peas to one inch of the top and 
cover with boiling water, leaving one 
inch of-space at the top of the jar. 
Add one-half teaspoon of salt to 
pints and one teaspoon to quarts, 
Adjust the jar lids and process in the 
pressure canner at-10 pounds preés- 
sure—240. ‘degrees F.. Process pint 


. jatg 40 minutes and quarts jars. 40 


minutég. As soon as you remove jars 
from the canner, complete the seals 
if they are not the self-sealing type. 
If you use a pressure sauce pan, pro- 
es the pint jars for 60 minutes. 

_ For tin cans, pack the hot peas to 
one-fourth inch of the top. Fill to 
the top with boiling water.
